i, Delivered to Miss Marcla MacNaughton and Mr, Lawreace M. 
Bashkir, Senator Ervin's Conetitutional Rights Subcommittee staff, a letter 
from the Director to Senater Ervin concerning classification review end 
publication of the Director's transcript of 22 July 1969 before the Subcom- 
mittes. 


2 The tetter wae handed to Mise MicNauaghton with the advice that 
i was the Director's desire the letter reach Senator Ervin this evening, 
possible, aad in any event that it be in his hands before the Subcommittee 
meeting scheduled for tomorrow morning. Mies McNaughton advised that 
she understood and opened the letter. After reading it she inquired whether 
consideration had been given the question of review of the transcript by 
the 50-serme cosponsors. The response was made that in all probability 
this specific question had not been considered, but thet in any event the 
procedures avaliable to the Subcommittee for handling classified docaments, 

more burdensome thas handling unclassified matter, should allow 

fer review by interested members of the Senate. 


3, Miss MicNaaghton next inquired whether the reapoase to the 
Chairman's letter of 1 August concerning CIA and NSA policies regarding 
the veo of pereonality tests had been completed. 1 .dvised that it waa net 
ready sud tn all probabliity could nat be completed and transmitted prior 
te the Subcommittes's meeting tomorrow morning. Miss MacNaughton 
tadicuted ¢ would be appreciated if a verbal response could be provided the 
first thing in the marniag and noted that the Subcommittees is most taterested 
in whether there hae been any change in policy since 1966. I advised that 
3 would relay ber question and call the first thing in the morning. 
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4. Misa MacNaughton advised that Senator Bcyh would be presenting 
the Agency's suggested armendment in the meeting tommorrow morning and 
inquired whether an amendment that would provide for White House deter- 
mination of agencies to be exempted would be acceptable. I stated that while 
I was act in a position to reply for the « geacy it wae my opinion that ample 
precedent existe in the statutes for such an exernption. Miss M.cNaughton 
neted further that if the Sabcommittee wre not able to reach a satisfactory 
eonclusion te discussion on the bill, Chairman Ervin might well pace it on 
te the full Committee for thelr determination. It was not clear whether 
Mise MacNisaghtoa wae referring to the question of the exemption of the Ageucy, 

# NBA, ete; publication of the transcript; or some other question not defined. 


5. The meeting with Mies MccNauagbton and Mr. B.skir, who joined 
ue during the last several minutes, was mest cordial. It was apparent thet 
at least in the present context Miss MacNaughton is directing matters relating 
to the Subcommalttea’s heering tomorrow.
